glish Channel beyond.

What they cannot cope 
‘with, the fishermen say, as they 
unload their catches at the stone 
quays. is the commercial and 
technical progress of France, and 
the rest of Europe. which most 
of the men feel is threatening 
their way of life, 

And. as they try to sell their 
boats to pleasure sailors or fish- 
ermen from other ports, the pre- 
dieament of the seamen of Hon- 
fleur reflects the problems of 
thousands of independent-minded 
middle-class Frenchmen: the ar- 
tisans, tradesmen and small-shop 
owners who find that progress 
means belng put out of work by 
the increasing efficiency and 
technical improvement of the 
French economy, the swallowing 
of little enterprises by big ones. 

Disappearing Classes 

The government in Paris has 
been studying the problem of the 
dicnppearing middle-class artisan 
ani small-business man for years. 
Tt has taken measures to subsi- 
dize some and encourage others 
to convert their operations, or to 
make them run more efficiently. 

But politicians and officials, as 
well as the fishermen, acknowl- 
edge that the small-business men 
and self-employed artisans are 
becoming extinct as 8, vital social 
and economic class in France. 

Still, the fishermen of Hon- 
Nlour—a town of 9,000 with a 
history as a royal bastion and 
pont of departure’ for New 
‘World colonizers such as Semuel

He added, however, that all 
but 28 of Honfleur’s fishing boats 
were now up for sale in a port 
that had 66 boats working two 
years ago.

EVANSTON, Ill., Apri] 29.—The 
fight to return to Prohibition in 
the United States goes on, spear- 
bearded by the Women's Christian 
Temperance Union. 

“A lot of people think the 
WCTU rolled over, died and gave 
up the ghost years ago—about 
the time of the repeal of Probibi- 
tion in 1933." declared the tall, 
sixtyish bespectacled woman. 
“We're far from being dead.” 

Mrs. Edith Kirkendall Stanley, 
the 10th president of the WCTU 
since its founding in Cleveland 
in 1874, was speaking at its na- 
tional headquarters here. 

Mrs. Stanley was seated at her 
desk beneath 2 photograph of 
“Lemonade Lucy,” the wife of 
President Rutherford B. Hayes, 
Lucy Hayes banned liquor from 
the White House, and she and her 
husband never served if at stete 
or private functions while he was 
President. 

Mrs. Stanley is calling for an

Head of Research 
Quits Cancer Unit 


Post in Protest 


NEW YORE, April 29 (NYT). 
—The head of the National 
Cancer Institute's program to 
investigate cancer-causing agents 
has resigned in protest against 
what he bas called fragmentation 
of and tack of support for 
research. 

Dr. Umberto Saffiotti, who has 
directed the institute's carcino- 
genesis program for eight years, 
said yesterday he feared that, as 
a result of recent changes in 
structure and policy, the pro- 
gram’s sclentific quality was being 
sacrificed for the sake of “public 
visibility.” 

‘Dr. Saffiotti, who will remain 
at the institute as chief of ex- 
perimental pathology, said that 
the size of his staff did not in- 
crease while the work load grew 
enormously and thet several top 
stientists had left the program 
because they lacked . adequate 
personnel to do their jobs ef- 
fectively. 

At the same fime, he added, 
more of the program's direction 
was being assumed by managers 
who lacked the scientific knowl- 
edge and training to evaluate the 
“complex and delicate” issues 
involved in assessing an agent's 
contribution to the human cancer 


burden.

Indian Life Little » Improved Since_ 1973 


Wounded Knee Siege Spurred Few Changes 


By Phylfis Mensing 


WOUNDED KNEE, 5.D.. April 
29 \APi.—An old Todian thought 
about how his life had changed 
since militant braves occupied 
this historic village three years 
agO. 

The only difference, he decided, 
was 20 miles, Since the trading 
post burned down In the 71-day 
confrontation with federal mar- 
shals, he and his neighbors bave 
had to drive 20 miles further for 
gToceries, 

Otherwise, he said, things on 
the 2-million-acre Pine Ridge 
Reservation are pretty much the 
same. 

The poverty, unemployment and 
dissatisfaction with the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs (BIA‘ that fol- 
Jowers of the American Indhan 
‘Movement were protesting when 
they took over Wounded Knee 
still plague the 11,000 residents 
of the reservation. 

Signs of Hope 

There are signs of hope—a new 
school, a drop in unemployment— 
but many of the problems re- 
main. 

“Many non-Indian residents feit 
the occupation was going to make 
an impression on Congress so it 
would do something for Indian 
people on the reservation. But 
that didn’t happen. Instead of 
improving, it just created 2 hard- 
ship,” said the old man. who did 
not want his name used. 

Albert Trimble, 47, a former 
BLA superintendent who recently 
took office as Oglala-Sioux tribal 
chairman, said: “The majority of 
the people on the reservation 
aren't enjoying life. People have 
3 right to live life free from 
threats, coercion and intimida- 
tion.” 

The slaying of two FEI agents 
last June, the bombing of bureau 
offices at Pine Ridge in October 
and reports of 276 violent crimes 
since July have forced the BIA to 
increase spending on law enforce- 
ment. The budget has climbed 
from $400,000 in fiscal 1973 to 
$900,000 this year.

The size of the BIA nolice 
force, 8 temporary squad in 1972, 
has been increased to 58 full~time 
persons now.

How One Roman Restaurant 


Solves the Pasta Dilemma

OME (lGT.~Trastevere, the 

village of Rome. is a jumble 
of artisans and artists, scrap iron 
Mongers and experimental the~ 
ater, hovels under the satie root 
as “interior decorator” renova~ 
tions—all with a separatist dialect. 
enriched by both urchins and 
poets. (Two streets and two 
Piazzas in the area are named 
after dialect poets.) 

The fashionable restaurant of 
this community is the Antica 
Pesa. respected by the locals and 
adopted by the outsiders across 
the Tiber. 

The favorite opening course is 
a friumph of psychology. One 
of the dilemmas in italy is de- 
eiding on which form of starch 
to stert a meal, Most customers 
here pounce on irittico all'Antica 
Peso. Presented on an oval dish, 
it consists of the penne, a thick 
stubby form of pasta. a mound 
of cannolicchi. resembling minia- 
ture cockle shells, and a heap 
of risotto, 

There is a different sauce for 
each texture, a neat orchestration 
of the most popular tastes of the 
region, The penne are coated 
with a sauce of tomatoes, moz- 
zarella and basil. The cannolic- 
chi are tossed jn a mixture of 
gorgonzola and grated parmesan 
heated In thin cream, a com- 
bination which has been grow- 
ing in favor in Rome the past 
fow yenrs, The risotio rosa 
owes its rosy color to a scampi 
sauce, sparked with cognac and 
grated parmesan. 

House Suggestion 

While waiting for this assort- 
ment, the house suggests a brus- 
chetia, The bruschetta, tradi- 
tional] peasant fare. consists of a 
slice of toasted country bread 
spread with a dribble of olive oll 
and a crush of garlic. The Antica 
Pesa has ἃ light hand with garlic 
and oll—all to the good—and 
adds to the toast a few slices of 


fresh tomato and a few leaves ἡ 


of runghcta, @ green herb used 
in salads, It is simple and 
splendid, 

After the bruschetta and the 
trittico, & small nature might 
want to call it quits. However, 
the slice of pan-fried fea bass 
was excellent, The restaurant 
prides itself on fresh fish and 
sea focd, buying directly from 
8 fisherman in Fiumicino.
